Msj. Gen. Hitchcock, as already stated 
in our disjratcbes, bas written a letter on 
the subject of ihe Mxcbange of Prisoners. 
The i.t-ueral is thoroughly conversant with 
the subject, having had charge of the Ex- 
change for a time. W* give below the ma- 
terial {tortion of his letter : 

At an early period in the rebellion, a re«.'- 
. ilar cartel for the exchange of prisoner;- 
wa* .ijrreed upon, based upon a lull recov- 
uitioa of belli^rere.u ri^ht* iu the South, the 
Hgreemfnt, signed Lty lien. Dix and t»en. 
Hill f. »r the resjKH'tive powers at war, In - 
ingduly announced in public orders by au- 
thority. 

So long as the cartel for the exchange ot 
prisoners was respected in the South, it was 
luithfuliy observed by the Government, and 
there is no reason to doubt its faithful exe- 
cution by the g tvernment until the em ol 
th«* war, unless properly revoked by com - 
p*-lent authority, if the rel>el authorities 
had not most distinctly violated iLs terms, 
under circumstances, indeed, of great ag- 
gravation. 

The nrst indication on the part of the reb- 
■tl ol a disposition to disregard the cartel 
iwHin- pubiic through a message of Jeffer- 
son Davis to there el Coiitfresa, in which 
he distinctly informed that bi>dy Union ot- 
hcers wh' might be captured while serving 
with colored troops should be delivered over 
to the {State authorities within the StaU'^ 
vberc they might be captured, to be dealt 
;vit'h by those State authorities under State 
!awkj providing for the punishment of the 
.-•rime of inciting insurrection among the 
-slave*. 

When the message just referred to became 
known to the President, be saw at ouoe the 
necessity of meeting it, and gave instruc- 
tions to retain sti'-h rebel officers as might 
tie captured, in order to be in a position to 
check the rel»ei government and restrain it 
from the execution ol the avowed purpose 
in violation of the cartel. 

This proceeding, initiated by the reliel 
government in violation of the cartel, ulti- 
/uated in that cessation of exchanges which, 
the history of the matter shows, became 
uua voidable, and which, with all its awful 
consequences, was entirely due to the rebel 
p | ■ rii.^ent, 

falariri with the proceediogs with re- 
gard to the ^K^hange of prisoners of war, 
the rebels inaugurated a systeua subjecting 
thein to inaltr. MMr in various ways, in 
order to effect a particular object, which 
became apparent vheu a demand w as made 
for their release. iTor this purpose quite a 
n u uiIkt of citizens .'»f Peunsylvacja were 
carried into captivity by Hen. Lee when he 
penetrated into thai Slate in 1863. 

When a demand was made for the re- 
lease ol this class of prisoners, it was made 
by a most positive declaration Jiiat no citi- 
zen prisoners in the rebel hands should be 
released, unless the government vvould en- 
ter into an agreement with the ncbel au- 
thorities not to arrest any one on a-xjeunt of 
his "pinions, or on account of his sympathy 
with the reliel cause; and this declaration 
related again and again by the rebel 
authorities, whenever the government de- 
manded tiie release or exchange of said 
/••!) prisoners, among whom were inclu- 
ded Messrs. Brown and Richardson, against 
whom the rebels bore a special grudge, be- 
because of their connection with the New 
York Tribune. 

It will require but the slightest glance at 
this subject to oonvince any one or the ut- 
ter impossibility ol acquiescing in the de- 
mand ot the relsd authorities as a prerequi- 
site to the release of the prisoners they thus 
.held in bondage. Such an agreement on 
\he j»art of the United Stales would have 
been a virtu, acknow lodgment oi|tbe inde- 
pendence of the rebel Government, and 
would bave fore* dosed all proceedings of 
tbe United Stales against all persons whom- 
soever engaged in the crime of treason and 
It was absolutely impossible to 
in tbe demand of tbe South on 
t; and this is the reason why Mes- 
n and Richardson, among others, 
ta?\oud the reach of the government, 
except through the power of its armies, 
which final. y solved the entire question by 
putting an end to the rebellion itself. 

At the commencement ol the cessation o: 
exchanges t he rebels held a few prisoners 
Of war over and above the number of rebels 
held by tbe Government; but Ihe capture ol 
tftefcOMap and Port Hudson threw the 
balance largely the other way, and as the 
prisoners captured by Gen. Grant and Gen. 
Ranks were left in the South on parole, the 
rebel authorities determined to make use 
of them, not merely in violation of the car- 
lei, but in open contempt of the laws of 
war.

colored troops, and agreeing to the ex- 
change of the colored troops themselves; 
but, although they never exercised or put 
in force the threat against officers, they 
would never agree to acknowledge the 
right of colored troops to treatment due to 
prisoners of war; and, as tbe Government 
of the United States had exercised the right 
of employing colored troops as a part of the 
force against tbe rebels, their claim to such 
protection as the Government could give 
was one which did not admit of discussion. 

When the rebels discovere 1 that tbe sus- 
pension of exchanges was operating against 
them, they resorted to the horrible expedi- 
ent of subjecting the prisoners they held to 
starvation and exposure to the elements 
without the protection of quarters or tents, 
their first robbing them ot their money aud 
most of their clothing, and, without regard 
to seasons or their inclemencies, in the 
hope of forcing the Government into a sys- 
tem of exchanges which should bave tbe 
effect, not only of leaving in their hands all 
of the colored prisoners they had taken, but 
of throwing into their ranks the entire body 
of prisoners held by tbe Federal power, 
then greatly in excess over tbe prisoners 
held by the rebels. This fact is proved by 
the declarations of the Richmond papers, at 
the time when a few exchanges were made, 
that their agent, Col. Ould, bad not senl 
over the lines the number of prisoners equiv- 
alent to those received, but only a propor- 
tionate number, the ratio being determined 
by Col. Ould in view of the number of pris- 
oners held in the South against those held 
in the North— the claim to hold iu reserve 
Ihe colored prisouers iu the South having 
never been abandoned. This fact was fur- 
ther estal dished by the official records of 
the Commissary-General ol Prisoners, by 
which it appeared that, after sending seve- 
ral boat loads of exchanged prisouers each, 
waj', the rebels were constantly falling iu 
debt. Upon observing this fact, and no- 
ticing the publication in Riclimomi, I called 
upon the C. .111 m issary -General of Prisoners 
for a tabular statement of the result; aud 
the statement showed an iudebtedne-s in 
our favor of over five hundred men; which 
statement was banded to the Secretary ol 
War, who thereujiou directed ail order to 
Gen. Grant to assume the entire direction 
ol the matter of exchanges, with authority 
to give such orders as he might think proper 
on the subject. Gen. Grant at onee revert- 
ed to first principles, and directed that Col. 
Ould or the rebel authorities should be no- 
tified that colored troops should be treated 
■£ prisouers of war, when captured; and as 
the rebels were not willing to accede to this 
requiremeu 1 , no further exchanges were 
made. 

Upon the receipt at the War Department 
of the first intelligence of the inhuman 
treatment to which our pr.souers were sub- 
jected at Richmond, theSecretary of War. 
without a moment's hesitation, gave in- 
structions to our agent of exchange at Fort 
Monroe 10 send forward supplies from the 
public stores for their reliel; and large 
quantities of provisions and clothing were 
accordingly sent for distribution among the 
prisoners, " and every possible effort was 
made to afford that sort of relief, even at the 
hazard o! large portions of the supplies l>e- 
ing wasted, or, what was worse, misappro- 
priated to the l-eneiit of our enemies, who, 
it soon ap|»eared, made use of those supplies 
tor their own advantage, leaving our priso- 
uers still to suffer. Hut even this did uoi 
destroy the hope of the Secretary that some 
portion of the supplies would at least he 
|>erinitted to reach iheir destination, aud the 
orders to send that relief were left in lorec 
until the rebels themselves, shamed, \ > • 
hi)<~. by the scandalous state of thing*, then 
likely to become historical, refused to re- 
wive any further supplies through the 
agents of the Government. 

1 11 the mean time, the sympathies of 
friends in the Noith naturally became 
awakened, and large quantities of supplies 
ol all kinds were seni to Fortress Monroe, 
w hOMg thffV were forwarded for the reliel j 
ot the prisoners at Richmond; but the mo- 
ment they passed beyoud the control of 0,1 r { 
agents, thej- fell into tbe bauds of the most 
unprincipled and shameless scoundrels that 
ever disgia< ed humanity. It is in proof 
that lsr^e quantities of supplies, furnished 
by the benevolence of the North for the re- 
lief of suffering humanity in Southern 
prisons, were piled up in sight ot 
tbe objects for whose relief those 
supplies were sent, but beyond the 
due of the prison guards; and while 
the prisoners were thus in sight of their 
ow n boxes, they were not only forbidden to 
touch them, but compelled to witness depre- 
dations upon theui by the guards them- 
selves, who feasted upon their contents, 
leaving the victims of war a prey to that 
merciless barbarism which will make one 
of the darkest pages in the history of a re- 
bellion which will itself remain an aston- 
ishment to all posterity for its almost cause- 
less existence. 

Many ha,t supposed that U was in the 
power of the government to afford reliel 
to the ?>risoners in the South by a resort to 
a retaliatory treatment of rebel prisoners 
in the North. It is difficult to meet a sug- 
gestion of this kind by an appeal to the in- 
stincts of civilized humanity, because tbe 
mere suggestion supposes the absence ol 
iustincts, and implies a willingness to see 
the public st ..timent degraded into barbar- 
ism, whicn would bave put the nation it- 
self on the fooling of savages, whose only 
excuse for their barbarity is their ignorance 
aul iheir exclusion from tbe civilized 
w.;rld. The day must come when every 
true America u will be proud of the reflec 
lion that the Government was strong enough 
to crush the rebellion Wlliiout losing tbe 
smallest element of its humanity or its dig- 
nity, and stands before the \\o."'d unim- 
j»eached in its true honor and glory. 

It is proper that i should say that this 
statement is made up. m my individual re- 
sponsibility, and without the knowledge ol 
11.1 Secretary of War, who, it is well 
known, carefully abstains from appearing 
before the public in the newspapers, and is 
couteiit to leave his dweds to proclaim their 
own hislory and make their own defense.

The Wirtz Trial. 

Testimony of Dr. Hates, a Kebel Surgeon 
at Andersuuville. 

The telegraph on Thursday night failed 
to bring us the early part of the testimony 
of Dr. Bates, the rebel surgeon. Some of 
it is quite important, which we subjoin : 

Of vermin, or lice, there was a prolific 
crop. I understood the term lousy from 
personal experience; on returning from 
the hospital I examined myself; it was 
impossible for a surgeon to leave there 
without bringing some with him ; as to 
medical attendance, I found the men desti- 
tute of clothing and bedding • of fuel there 
was only a partial supply ; as officer of tbe 
day, shortly after I arrived there, I was in 
supreme command, aud it was my busi- 
ness b> rectify anything wTong ; I found 
the men, as a general thing, destitute, 
partly naked, sick and diseased ; their dis- 
position only was to get something to eat j 
they asked me for orders for potatoes, bis- 
cuits, sittings of meal, and other things; on 
the following morning I sat down and 
made a report on the condition of things 
I found at the hospital; the report was sent 
up, being a notice for some of the things; I 
said I received a written reprimand signed 
by Dr. Dillard for Dr. R. R. Stevenson; 
medicines being scarce, I drew on indigen- 
ous remedies and gathered up large quan- 
tities of what were the best attainable, anti- 
scorbutics as well as to soothe the alimenta- 
ry canal and tocure gangrenous complaints; 
I think the reports were not heeded; my at- 
tention was called to a patient in my ward 
who was only fifteen or sixteen years old; 
I took much interest in him, owing to bis 
youth; he would ask me to bring him a po- 
tato, bread or biscuit, which I did; I put 
them into my pocket; he had tbe scurvy 
aud gangrene; I advised him not to cook 
the potato, but to eat it raw; he became 
more aud more emaciated; his sores gan- 
grened, and for waut of food and from lice 
he died. I understood that it was against 
the orders to take anything to the prisoners, 
and hence I was siiy in slipping food into 
my pockets; others iu the wards came 
to their deith from the same causes; when 
I went there there were two thousand 
or twenty-five hundred sick; I judge twenty 
or twenty-five thousand prisouers were 
crowded together; some had made holes 
aud burrows in tbe earth; those uuder the 
sheds were doing comparatively well; I saw 
but little shelter excepting what ingenuity 
devised; I found them suffering w ith scur- 
vy, dropsy, diarrhea, gangreue, pneumonia 
and other diseases; when prisoners died 
they were laid in wagons headforemost to 
be carried off; I don't know how they were 
buried; the eflluvia from the hospital was 
very offensive; if by accident my band 
were abraded, I Would not go into the hos- 
pital without putting a plaster over tbe af- 
fected pari; if |>ersons whose systems were 
reduced by inanition should perchance 
stump a toe or scratch the band, the next 
report to me was gangrene, so potent was 
the regular hospital gangrene; the prisouers 
were more thickly confined in the stockade, 
like ants and bees; the dogs referred to were 
to hunt the prisouers who escaped; fifty per 
cent, of those who di»d might have been 
saved; I feel safe in saying seventy-five 
per cent, might have been saved if the 
patients had been properly cared for; the 
effect of the treatment of prisoners was 
morally as well as physically injurious: 
there was much stealing among them; all 
lived each for himself r suppose tms was 
superiuctuceil by their starving condition. 
Seeing the starving condition of some of 
them, I remarked to my student, "I cannot 
resusitate them — the weather is chilliug — it 
is a matter of impossibility. I found per- 
sons lying dead sometimes among the liv- 
in-r. Thiuking they merely slupt, I went to 
wake them up, but found they had taken 
their everlasting sleep. This was in the 
hospital. I Judge it was about the same in 
the stockade. There being no dead houses, 
I erected a tent for that purpose, but I soon 
found that a blanket or quill bad been 
Clipped off of tbe canvas, and as the mate- 
rial could not readily be supplied for re- 

Fairs, tbe dead houae had to be abandoned, 
dou't think auy more dead houses were 
erected. The daily rations were less iu 
September, October, November aud De- 
cember than they were irotn the 1st of Jan- 
uary to the litith of March. The men had 
uot over twenty ounces of food lor twenty- 
lour hours.

Secret History of the Reciprocity Treaty. 

When the Reciprocity Treaty was obtain- 
ed, some nine years ago, two American gen- 
tlemen were, it seems, employed by tbe 
Canadian Government as confidential or 
lobby agents to secure its passage, by "dif- 
fusing correct information" in influential 
quarters at Washington. 

This information was rather costly, as 
was indicated by some money votes at the 
time, concerning which no very definite in- 
foi mation could be given by the Ministry 
of tbe day; but the larger part of the cost of 
"diffusing" was not voted till 1804, when 
the demand for it by tbe confidential agents 
became urgent. Dut though the balance 
for services rendered iu 1856 was voted 
more than a year ago, it turnB out that it 
baa not been paid yet; and the reason, it 
seems, is that certain persons, some of 
whom are well-known public men iu Cana- 
da, are pretendiug to nave a claim ou it. 
One of tbe agents in question baa issued a 
pamphlet, in which he says that of the sum 
offwU.UOU voted in 1358, iu part payment, 
"nearly every dollar was divided among 
Canadian bloodsuckers, who stood arouud 
nun Mr. Andrews,) like so many vultures 
arouud a carcass, to strip him." It is ad- 
d. (I : "Ol this money the Hon. A. T. Oalt, 
then, as be is now, a Cabinet Minister, re- 
ceived 110,000." 

Mr. Oalt bas sinceexplained, through the 
Montreal Herald, that he became personal- 
ly liable for money raised to pay those

The Paper Currency. 
The following is from a letter lately re- 
ceived by a gentleman iu Boston from Pro- 
lessor Ooldwin Smith, giving the views of 
that distinguished frieud of this country as 
to the hopeful asi»ect of the finances of the 
United States : 

I was, I confess, till lately one of those 
who, while they took a cheerful view of 
every thing else in America, took a some- 
whit gloomy view of tbe nuance. I an now 
reassured, and feel confident that, though 
your statesmen will have difficulties to en- 
counter in the distribution of the burden, in 
the main all will go well. 

Still. 1 cannot help thinking that the state 
of the paper currency is a serious evil. The 
!uctuations of the standard must, it would 
seem, make credit difficult, and thus check 
the revival of commerce, to which credit is 
the breath of life. 

The evil would probably be remedied, if 
the government, undertaking to issue no 
more paper for a certain time, would appro- 
priate a certain tax (say a part of the in- 
come tax) annually to the calling in and 
cancellation of notes. The redundancy 
would thus be reduced, tho paper would 
probably rise nearly to par, and the govern- 
ment would be enabled to resume specie 
payment without serious loss. 

"It would, however, be perhaps a shorter 
road to the same end, if every citizen, when- 
ever he is minded and has the power, will 
send in a note to the treasury to be cancell- 
ed. By this act of patriotism he will not 
only benefit the State, but will himself, ii 
he is a holder of other notes or a recipient 
of paper payments, receive some compen- 
sation through the rise in the value of 
notes; while, if he is engaged in commerce, 
he will be promoting an object eeseutial to 
bis own prosperity. It would be chimeri- 
cal, in the case of any country but America 
propose to tbe people an attempt to extri- 
cate the Government from difficulty by vol- 
untary contributions; but in the case of 
America it is not chimerical, foriu America 
tho government is tbe people. 

"I have myself a few greenbacks which I 
intended to bring back to America, but 
which I shall send into the treasury to be 
cancelled, in the hope that a way of serv- 
ing the common cause may thus be opened 
to those whose attachment to it is as strong 
and whose means of serving it are as limit- 
ed as my ow n."

rajpperhead journals of course deny 
totu every statement aud rumor respecting 
the mal treatment of freedmen in the South. 
They pronounce it all a lie and consider 
that to be an adequate settlement of the 
case. Journals ostensibly opposed to cop- 
perheads and their doings, but which seek 
to build cn equivocal loyalty, and on lack 
of nerve for handling with firmness and 
vigor current political problems, a reputa- 
tion for magnanimity and all-eompreheu- 
si ve charity, are wont to concur iu this 
skepticism as to anything going wrong in 
the South. One of this class attempts to 
discredit reports of cruelty to negroes on 
general principles. It does not affirm that 
every report of the kind is false. But it 
deems the instances in which tbey may be 
true as being so exceptional as to be offset 
by the ordinary cases of crime in the North, 
and to furnish therefore no more occasion 
than do these, for the special interference of 
national authority. It has no correspond- 
ents in the South, and favors its 
with no rebutting testimony, no 
facts to the ones it discredits. It simply de- 
clares the mass of 
cruelty to 

/ore a "gross injustice to the 
pie." It says: 

Men in the South are not idiots, nor are 
they stark mad. They know perfectly that 
if they were disposed to indulge in whole- 
sale negro slaughter, if they were demons 
instead of being humau beings, they would 
bring upon themselves retribution speedy 
ami terrible, through tbe power of the 
United States Government. They are not 
such simpletons as not lo be aware of that. 

It is very possible, we hope it is true, that 
a majority of the Southern people are not 
" such simpletons." We trust, also, that u 
majority of them are not 44 such simpletons"' 
as to suppose that they can be reinstated to 
full citizenship in the United Slates wilbout 
:ihandoniug, explicitly and forever, the in- 
stitution of slavery and the claim of State 
sovereignty. But it is very certain that at 
least a heavy minority are just 44 such sim- 
pletons." And it is a question of lact and 
observation, and not of general principles 
alone, whether this minority is not also ca- 
pable of the folly of abusing unmercifully 
all freedmen, so as lo make their condition 
so intolerable in a state of freedom as to in- 
sure their acquiescence hereafter in the res- 
titution of slavery. It is also a matter to 
be determined by observation, whether nu- 
merous instances do not occur where pure 
malice (which is always allied to madness, 
if not idiocy), the result of baffled animos- 
ity against the Government, wreaks itself 
ujkju the helpless object that had been thi 
unwitting cause of the quarrel. It cer- 
tainly accords with human nature that such 
things should occur. And it is not neces- 
sary to assume the presence of positive 
idiocy to account for them Tbe 
wrath of bafiled maliguants is very apt 
to become blind in its fury, and reck- 
less of consequences. It is reasoning 
in a very narrow circle to infer that such 
exhibitions of wrath do not occur because 
they implj idiocy. And such logic is a 
rather flimsy method of repelling the grave 
1'lmrgK.i made by a large number ol eye- 
witnesses in separate and various portions 
of the South, and made matters of official 
investigation wherever military command- 
ers or representatives of the Freedmen 's 
Bureau are stationed. Official records al- 
ready contain a great number of cases of 
the most revolting and savage cruelty. 
Twentv-five such are now undergoing in- 
vestigation at Vicksburg before the Freed- 
men's Bureau. The fact of wanton and, if 
you please, "idiotic," cruelty to negroes at 
Kichmond a few weeks ago become so fla- 
graut us lo call out the vigorous interfer- 
ence of the military. Aud speaking of 
Kiclinioud reminds as iu passing of the 
folly and shallowness of predicating the 
acts of communities on the assumption that 
the people composing them are not idiots, 
instead of referring to positive testimony as 
to what those acts are. The voters of that 
city openly defied the Government in their 
municipal election, and incurred the penal- 
ty thereby of having their rebel perform- 
ance declared null and void. Were they all 
idiots? They did a very idiotic thing. But 
it will be difficult to expunge the act from 
history by proving that the perpetrators 
were compos mentis. 

Is it any more incredible that cruelty to 
negroes and reckless defiance of national 
authority should obtain in numerous other 
sections of the South, than that they should 
lie manifested offensively in Richmond? 
The journal from which we quote indorses 
the doctrine that there is an implacable 
and permanent hostility of race between 
whites aud blacks, which will forever pre- 
vent their living logether on terms of equal- 
it , . If this be correct, what is more na- 
tural than that tbe libeiation of the blacks, 
which is certainly a step towards equals, 
should kindle afresh the flame of this en- 
mity? 

We do not believe in the implacableness 
or permanency of this antagonism, but its 
existence at present in tbe South and in 
tbe blessed lovely "'Democratic" districts 
of the North is a verity. And wherever it 
is most intense, and the restraints of law 
lew est and weakest, there the weaker party 
will be eminently liable to outrage and 
manifold abuse. Are uot these conditions 
signally conspicuous in the rebel States? 
Tney certainly are. As a single illustra- 
tion, we were yesterday informed by tele- 
graph that Gov. Sharkey had issued a proc- 
lamation calling for the organization of two 
militia companies— one cavalry, one infan- 
try—in every county iu tbe State of Missis- 
sippi, to put down violence which has be- 
come an over-match for the constabulary 
force of tbe State. 

W.th such a social condition as that pre- 
v u.mg isn't it extremely probable that 
atrocities unusual m number aud degree 
would be perpetrated upou the helpless 
freedmen? We desire to avoid every parti- 
cle of uncharily and injustice towards the 
South. We make it a pbint to - publish 
every cheering, every humane, every loyal 
and sane circumstance we hear of in that 
unhappy region. And we hav an abiding 
faith that society there will be renovated 
and tranquilized eventually, and healed of 
its anarchy, confusion and cruelty. Ws 
deem it highly probable th u many ac- 
counts of outrageous conduct are exaggera- 
tions. And however numerous and au- 
thentic these may be, they are certainly 
not the whole story, and not entitled to ex- 
clusive attention. There is a bright side to 
Southern affairs, and many signs of prom- 
ise. There are a few indomitable patriots, 
men who have been staunch and true 
through the storm, and who never denied 
the faith. There is a stitl larger number of 
sincerely repeniaiit rebels. Whether these 
too classes constitute an efficient majority of 
tbe Southern people remains to be seen. 
Meanwhile it is tbe smallest possible num- 
ber as yet that look upon emancipation as 
anything but a calamity. And scarcely 
anybody but claims that something must 
be substituted in the place of slavery be-

And we prote-t against those who 
give more or less credence to this testimony 
being denounced as " half-fool, half-Jaco- 
bin," and engaged "iti nursing animosi- 
ties and fanning anew the old fires of sec- 
tional antagonism," which, is the manner 
of their characterization by the journal in 
question. That journal says 44 barbarity 
was never a trait iu the character of the 
Southern people." We are afraid the story 
of the persecution of Union men at the 
outset of the war, the suppression of free 
speech for generations before the war, the

Murder in Pendlbtoh County.— The 
Cincinnati Comniercia I publishes tbe parti- 



culars of a most brutal murder committed 
near Falmouth, Pendleton county, Ky., on 
Thursday last. It seems that, on Wednes- 
day evening, a well-dressed stranger, 
whose name was subsequently ascertained 
to be Leonard Rdss, rode into Falmouth 
and took lodgings at one of the taverns for 
tbe night. The next morning (Thursday), 
having sold his horse, he started on foot to 
go to the lower part of Pendleton county. 
Soon after he was found, about a quarter 
of a mile from town, his head dreadfully 
mangled, and life almost extinct. He was 
brought into Falmouth and kindly cared 
for, but died in about twenty-four hours. 
The remains of the unfortunate man were 
buried on Saturday by the soldiers of the 
55th Kentucky volunteers.

His visit to Kentucky was for the purpose 
of seeing some relations who reside in 
Pendleton county. The affair has created 
a great deal of excitement in Falmouth 
and vicinity.

The Wlrtz Trial— The Testimony 



Auother R«ilruad Disaster Fifteen Per- 
sona Killed and a Kuniber Injured. 

Vn York, August 28.— A collision oc- 
curred on tbe Long Island railroad this 
morning, about ten o'clock, near Jamaica. 
The two engines, General Grant and Gene- 
ral Sherman, attached to respective trains, 
w ere smashed. Both the engineers escaped 
injury, but fifteen persons were killed 
and quite a number injure.!. The water boy 
was badly crushed. 

The following additional particulars 
have been received: The Green Point train, 
which should not have left the Jamaica 
station until the Hunter's Point train had 
arrived, was started from Jamaica teii 
minutes before time, and met the other 
train, running at full speed, one mile west 
of that village. The signal of the approach- 
ing train from Hunter's Point was heard 
by several passengers on the other train, 
aud one gentleman, who was standing on 
the platform of a car, saw the danger, and 
leaped off the train without sustaining auy 
injury. 

The Hunter's Point train was under full 
speed, as the conductor doubtless felt sure 
of his right ot* way ; but the other con- 
ductor, whose name, we understand, is 
Sands, had begun to slacken the speed of 
his train somewhat, as he was well aware 
of the insecurity of his position. There was 
Htiflicient time, indeed, for the engineer, 
lireman, and conductor to jump off, which 
they did, without receiving any injury. 
The eastward bound train was completely 
run down and crushed to pieces. 

Some of the passengers fainted with ter- 
ror. Some were hanging l>eneath the wreck, 
others were suspended by the throat, 
across which strong iron fenders had beeu 
crushed, others were lying beneath tons 
Of wrecked cars and moaning out the few 
brief moments of life remaining to them. 
At first it seemed as though none could 
have escaped alive, but in a few minutes 
one and another of the unfortunate victims 
crawled from beneath the awful mass of 
broken timbers and crushed and dying hu- 
man forms, till it was apparent that not 
more than fifteen immortal souls were ush- 
ered into the preseseuce of their Maker. 
The shock was so great that the engines 
bounded back from each other. While the 
sinoKiug car of the train from the Kast was 
crowded with passengers, not one was se- 
riously injured.

The Wlrtz Testimony Yesterday. 

Washington, Augu*t 2H.— The Military 
Commission reassembled this morning. 
Mr. Thos. C. Alliski, who was a prisoner at 
Andersonville, testified as to Wirtz search- 
ing aud taking from him flOO in gold and 
$28 in greenbacks, neither of which were 
ever returned. 

Sergeant Corbitt gave his account of the 
Andi-ifcouville prison, representing it to be 
a depository of filth, and men died from the 
effect Of Hoe, maggots and flies withered in 
their sores; i he lood v»as insufficient even 
when th© prisoners received double rations. 
Witness testified from self experience. 

L. D. Brown, who was captured at Ply- 
mouth and taken to Andersonville, testified 
that on or about tbe 15th of May, 18t>4, hav- 
ing written letters to his parents and when 
taking a letter to the letter-box, he saw a 
cripple with one leu who asked the sentry 
to call Capt. Wirtz. When Wirtz came the 
cripple asked him to go out, which Wirtz 
denied him and said he would get out soon 
enough. 

Witness testified that on the 27th of July, 
1864, he saw Wirtz in the sentry-box. 
When a man came beyond the dead-line 
Wirtz gave orders to the sentinel to shoot 
him. 

The court adjourned till to-morrow.

The Herald's Richmond correspondent 
says; i»rmve difficulties of a military char- 
acter have transpired in this department 
near the line of Tennessee, in the district <>f 
Major tieneral X. M. Curtis. 

It is known that Gen. Curtis had become 
apprised of the existence of a large number 
ot cattle in the vicinity of the difficulty be-
